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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a coordinated brake control system for a hybrid brake system of a 
vehicle, comprising the step of: to distribute the total braking torque command value 
into the first braking torque command value and the second braking torque command 
value, to estimate the second braking torque, to calculate a reference model response 
value relative to the second braking torque command value on the basis of a braking 
torque reference model which is determined upon taking account of a delay of the 
second braking torque relative to the second braking torque command value, and 
to correct the first braking torque command value according to a braking torque 
difference between the estimated second braking torque and the reference model 
response value. These limitations are neither taught nor obvious by the prior art of 
record.
